Chkago  Symphony  Support} 


For  many  yeai’s  BYU  lias  been  a culture 
capital  of  the  Intermountain  West  with  stun- 
ning preformances  by  great  symphonies  such 
as  the  Los  Angeles  Pliilharmonic,  Minneapo- 
lis Symphony,  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  Orch- 
estra Nationale  of  Paris,  and  the  Berlin,  Vi- 
enna and  St.  Louis  Philharmonics. 

And  next  ^Monday  comes  the  Chicago 
Symphony  Orchestra.  This  i>erformance,  the 
grand  climax  of  an  excellent  year  in  musical 
programs,  will  be  the  Chicago  Symphony’s 
FIPvST  STOP  on  their  1965  tour  after  leav- 
ing Chicago. 

Very  few  colleges  are  even  on  the  tour 
route  of  the  Orchestra.  To  further  compound 
BYU’s  good  fortune,  students  will  have  a 
rare  opportunity  of  hearing  one  of  the 
world’s  greatest  symphony  orchestras  at  re- 
markably low  prices. 

More  than  100  musical  artists  will  be  di- 
rected by  the  famous  French-born  composer- 
conductor  Jean  Martinson  in  a program  of 


pieces  that  includes  works  by  Rossini,  Rous- 
sel, and  Beethoven. 

All  this  comes  on  the  heels  of  a record- 
smashing  1964  tour  which  included  widely 
hailed  preformances  in  Carnagie  Hall  and 
other  eastern  cities.  In  “Tlie  New  Yorker” 
the  orchestra  was  called  “an  ensemble 
breathtakingly  accurate  and  the  average 
sound  produced  mellow,  relaxed  and  well- 
integrated  like  we  often  associate  with  Euro- 
pean ensembles.” 

The  manner  in  which  BYU  students  take 
them  for  granted  is  sometimes  apalling.  It  is 
not  difficult  to  reason  that  such  concerts 
may  not  always  be  available  to  students  at 
such  prices. 

Community  support  alone  cannot  keep 
great  orchestras  coming  to  BYU  if  student 
support  is  poor. 

It  is  time  BYU  students  did  their  share 
in  helping  to  make  the  concerts  successful.

In  the  control  room  for  the 
stereo  rooms  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  there  is  well  over  $2,500 
worth  of  fine  stereo  equipment. 
About  $1,200  of  this  sum  is  in- 
vested in  the  tape  recording  and 
playback  equiprtient.  Although  I 
visit  the  stereo  rooms  quite  fre- 
quently, I have  never  seen  this 
tape  equipment  used. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge, 
there  are  no  prerecorded  tapes 
available  for  u.se  in  the  stereo 
rooms.  I have  asked  the  attend- 
ents  in  the  control  room  when 
they  would  get  some  tapes,  and 
they  said  they  didn’t  know.  It 
seems  to  me  that  this  is  a ter- 
rible waste.  I would  think  that 
if  the  administration  had  $2,500 
to  spend  on  equipment,  they 
would  have  a little  money  for 
tapes,  too. 

I enjoy  the  stereo  rooms  very 
much.,  and  I’m  sure  the  rest  of 
you  students  do,  too.  There  are 
record  albums  in  the  control 
room  to  fit  almost  every '•taste. 
The  stereo  rooms  offer  everyone 
a chance  for  entertainment  and 
relaxation. 

I propose  that  a definite  pro- 
gram be  set  up  for  regular  addi- 
tion of  prerecorded  tapes  and  re- 
cord albums  to  the  collection  in 
the  control  room.  Perhaps  ten 
tapes  and  three  or  four  record 
albums  could  be  added  each  mon- 
th until  a good  selection  of  re- 
cordings is  built  up.  Then,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  add  only 
one  or  two  tapes  and  an  equal 
number  of  record  albums  each 
month  to  build  up  a very  fine  col- 
lection of  recorded  music.  I think 
this  relatively  small  expenditure 
of  money  for  recordings  would 
be  consistent  with  the  other  ef- 
forts made  by  the  administration 
to  provide  meaningful  experi- 
ences for  us  students.

Edward  R.  Murrow 
Dies  of  Cancer; 
Former  USIA  Head 

PAWLING,  N.  y.,  (AP)— Ed-  - 
ward  R.  Murrow,  the  CBS  radio 
and  television  nows  craftsman 
and  the  former  head  of  the  U.S. 
Information  Agency,  died  at  his 
farm  here  Tuesday,  after  18 
months  of  Cancer.  He  was  57  on 
Sunday. 

MURROW  BUILT  AN  inter- 
national  leputation  from  his 
World  War  II  broadcasts  from 
London.  They  were  a vivid  re- 
creation for  American  radio  lis- 
teners of  the  courage  and  ten- 
acity of  the  British  people  ben- 
eath the  lash  of  Hitler’s  air  blitz. 

“This — is  London,”  was  the 
way  MURROW  began  his  blitz 
mroadoasts.  His  was  a deep,  reson- 
ant voice — some  compared  it  to 
a voice  of  doom.
